NEWMARKET College will be 
out of special measures very 
soon - that's the message 
from the principal following 
the best GCSE results in the 
school’s history. 

When the college was put 
into special measures in April, 
inspectors particularly high¬ 
lighted the problems with 
last year’s GCSE results where 
only 28 per cent of students 
achieved 5 A* to C grades, in¬ 
cluding English and Maths. 

The report said: “The cur¬ 
rent performance of students 
in Year 11 indicates that the 
college is unlikely to meet the 
government's floor standard 
in 2013.” 

However this week’s GCSE 
results have given cause for 
celebrations as 45 per cent of 
the pupils racked up five or 
more A* to C grades, including

the core subjects. The govern¬ 
ment’s floor standard was 40 
per cent. 

Principal Dr Bob Cadwal- 
ladr was delighted with the re¬ 
sults, after weathering plenty 
of criticism in the last year. 

He said: “1 think this puts us 
in a really good position now 
and when the HMI inspector 
comes back in the autumn we 
can say that this is the case. 

“We will be seen to be on an 
upward trajectory and we will 
be out of special measures as 
soon as possible. Last year was 
just a blip.” 

The college has put together 
an improvement plan with 
the local authority which was

deemed fit for purpose by Of- 
sted inspectors when they vis¬ 
ited in July. A spokeswoman 
for Ofsted said: “There will be 
a monitoring inspection some 
time in the next six months 
which is when inspectors will 
go back to the school and see 
if they have improved. 

“The length of time they are 
in special measures depends 
on how quickly they turn 
things around.” 

Gllr Lisa Ghambers, Suf¬ 
folk Gounty Gouncil’s cabinet 
member for education and 
representative for Newmarket 
and Red Lodge said: “I’d like 
to congratulate all our GGSE 
students and I’d like to wish 
students the very best as they 
continue on their journey 
through education.”

He addded: “We are deter¬ 
mined that we will continue to 
move forward and build on this 
year’s performance with even 
better results next year.’’ 

An impressive 100 per cent of 
Catering Studies, Drama, and 
Dance students were awarded 
A* to C grades. 

In Music, 86 per cent of stu¬ 
dents received A* to C grades, in 
Art and Design 72 per cent, and 
in Religious Studies 89 per cent. 


The college bucked national 
trends which saw a decline in 
Maths and Science results by 
achieving a 63 per cent pass 
rate in Maths and 64 per cent 
of pupils achied good passes in 
Biology.

Change does 
happen! 

FOR some bizarre reason a small 
section of the community loves to 
dwell on the supposed negative 
issues of our town without opening 
their eyes or taking in the national 
news. 

Change has happened in 
Newmarket, in line with the rest of 
the county. Community socialisation 
does not take place in pubs, bingo 
halls, working men's clubs and 
dance halls as it did 20 years ago. 

So it's no surprise that the family 
unit and women, particularly, are 
seeking a daytime social life. 

Restaurants and coffee shops 
are springing up in our town and 
elsewhere to meet a part of this 
need. And customers like the 
option of choice. 

The Guineas Shopping Centre is 
a classic example of the effects of 
a few new good forward-thinking 
shops having a revitalising effect on 


the rest of the area. 

Not many shopping centres have 
been able to claim 100 per cent 
occupancy rate. It's booming and 
it's positive. 

Our town is thriving more than 
Bury St Edmunds, which we keep 
comparing ourselves to. 

We have only 3.3 per cent 
vacancy rate and the national 
average is 10-11 per cent. We 
do not have the retail capacity to 
attract the big names. Where would 
they go? 

Every development meets 
negative reaction. It's quite natural. 
What were the reactions years ago 
when the stables were demolished 
to make way for The Guineas? 

We can't foresee what will 
happen in 10-20 years' time but 
one thing is certain - change 
happens. 

The market is an extreme 
problem because change has not 


happened. 

It was a mess five years ago and it 
is a mess now because some people 
who trade there aren't willing or 
capable of being objective about 
the issues surrounding the market. 

The public and other prospective 
traders go to other markets where 
standards are high and market 
management effective. Then they 
compare them to Newmarket and 
what a comparison. 

It's no good trying to blame 
the supermarkets, the council or 
anyone else. The buck stops with 
the market. 

The townspeople want a choice 
of shops and supermarkets and 
they also want a market as does 
the council and the Newmarket 
Retailers Association (NRA). But it 
must be a credit to the town. 

A lot of hard work has gone 
into bringing new business to the 
town and more work is going on to 


enrich Newmarket. 

Progress does not happen with a 
magic wand. It takes people who 
care working together, many giving 
up their leisure time at the end of 
the working day. 

Mr Warwick Hirst among others 
puts every effort into working for 
the benefit of Newmarket. 

And the Regeneration Committee 
is an important part of this process. 

I can't say with any authority 
where the Mary Portas money will 
be assigned but I can assure the 
sceptic Mr Neal that it will be spent 
in line with the conditions of the 
bid to regenerate the High Street. 

The conditions are available for 
anyone to see if they wish.

Village life in four seasons

A SNAPSHOT of village life will be 
handed down to future generations 
with the creation of a new book. 

Villagers have been working on 
Chippenham: A Portrait of Village 
Life for three years and are delighted 
to be able to launch the book at the 
village’s produce show in two weeks’ 
time. 

The book was the brainchild of 
resident James Broad, who wanted 
to provide something to help future 
generations learn about life in the 
village. 

The tome charts the year 2010 to 
2011, with pictures taken by pho¬ 
tographer Andy Tiley, who lives in 
the village, and a series of interviews 
with village characters conducted by 
the News’ features editor Alice Ryan, 
who is also a resident. 

Mr Broad, who lives in nearby

Badlingham, said: “When you are 
looking back in history books you 
see a photo of 100 years ago and you 
get a little window into what life was 
like. 

“We decided to take a period of 
time - a year - and document a little 
of what life was like.” 


Mr Broad added: “The idea just 
came to me one day and 1 thought it 
would be fun to do. 1 told some of the 
others about it and it turned from a 
gentle idea to something that actu¬ 
ally happened.” 

The book is split into four seasons 
with a key interview for each season. 


One of the interviews was with 
Anne Crawley, who lived at Chippen¬ 
ham Park, and died last year. 

Mr Broad said: “That interview is 
an added poignancy to the book. She 
did an awful lot for the village. 

“All these people were chosen as 
they all played a big part in the com¬ 
munity but also have an angle on vil¬ 
lage life. 

“Another one we did was with 
a gardener who was able to speak 
about the village through a horticul¬ 
tural perspective.” 

Chippenham: A Portrait of Village 
Life will be on display for the first 
time at the Chippenham Produce 
Show on September 8 where people 
can order their own copy.

Vet team hope they are up to the challenge 


DOGGED determination will be 
shown by staff at a veterinary 
practice when they taken on a 
gruelling challenge for charity. 

Five team members from Swayne 
and Partners veterinary practice, 
in Newmarket, will take part in the 
Coniston Challenge, in Cumbria. 
This endurance test means they 
will hike 10km up to the summit of

Warning over ‘cash 
prize’ phone scam 


WARNINGS have been is¬ 
sued about a scam where 
fraudsters have tried to 
extort money by pretend¬ 
ing to be from the county 
council. 

The telephone scam 
has hit residents across 
Suffolk where they are 
offered cash prizes by 
a caller claiming to be 
from ‘Suffolk CounciF in 
exchange for filling out a 
spending survey. 

Residents are then 
asked a series of personal 
and financial questions 
by the caller. 

Cllr Colin Spence, cabi¬ 
net member for pub¬ 
lic protection at Suffolk

County Council, said: “A 
call from ‘Suffolk Coun- 
ciF asking residents to 
answer any personal or fi¬ 
nancial details should im¬ 
mediately set alarm bells 
ringing. 

“It is vital that anyone 
who has received a cold 
call of this nature reports 
it to the Citizens Advice 
Bureau immediately to 
help put an end to this 
potentially damaging 
scam.” 

Trading Standards has 
issued a warning on the 
scam and urged people 
never to share their PIN 


number with anyone or 
give out personal details 
such as a home address. 

Scammers may also ask 
for verification of bank 
details. 

If you receive a phone 
call from someone you 
don’t know, always ask for 
the name of the person 
you are speaking to and 
who they represent. It is 
important to verify this 
information by calling the 
organisation. 

Anyone who would like 
help to reduce marketing 
calls, can sign up to the 
free Telephone Preference 
Service on 0845 070 0707. 
The free service allows 


homeowners to choose 
not to receive unsolicited 
sales or marketing calls. 

To report scam calls or 
to seek general consumer 
advice, please call the Cit¬ 
izens Advice consumer 
helpline on 08454 04 05 
06. 

Trading Standards have 
also warned about buying 
property from cold call¬ 
ers after reports door step 
callers have been selling 
unsafe electrical equip¬ 
ment across the county.

All set for 
new bins 
to be 
rolled out 

AREAS of Fordham will be 
among the first to receive 
new wheelie bin services 
next week. 

The roll-out of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s (ECDC) recycling ser¬ 
vice will begin on Monday, 
with residents receiving 
a blue lid wheeled bin re¬ 
cycling collection, includ¬ 
ing paper, glass, food and 
drinks cans and cardboard. 
There will also be a green 
lid wheeled bin collection 
for food and garden waste. 

Both will be collected 
fortnightly. The service will 
operate on an alternate 
week basis where residents 
will be asked to put one 
wheeled bin out for collec¬ 
tion one week followed by 
their other bin the follow¬ 
ing week. 

This is in addition to the 
weekly black sack waste 
collections. 

Liz Knox, head of en¬ 
vironmental services at 
ECDC said: “We would like 
to thank everyone in ad¬ 
vance for their patience as 
the new service comes in, 
for while we have tried to 
plan for every eventuality 
there may be some things 
which do not run as we’d 
like. However, I think the 
vast majority of residents 
understand this and are 
looking forward to getting 
and using their new ser¬ 
vice.” 

Properties which cannot 
accept wheeled bins ser¬ 
vices because of space or 
access issues have been of¬ 
fered an alternative service.

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Funeral today 
for popular 
equine artist

WORLD-renowned 
equine artist Michael Jef¬ 
fery died last week aged 
72 after a long battle with 
cancer. 

New Zealand native 
Mr Jeffery began study¬ 
ing equine portraiture in 
J969 in London. 

He was based in Mel¬ 
bourne from J972 and 
for 14 years held a com¬ 
mission from the Victo¬ 
ria Racing Club to paint 
Australia’s Racehorse of 
the Year. 

His work attracted 
commissions from all 
over the world including 
a spell in Ireland where 
he painted the six Group 
1 winners of 1978 for 
Robert Sangster, includ-

ing The Minstrel and Al¬ 
leged. 

Jeffery was also invited 
to participate in an in- 
ternationd exposition of 
equine art in the Hermes 
Village at Chantilly in 
June 1986 and he stayed 
there for 10 years before 
moving to Newmarket in 
1997. 


Jeffery loved the town 
and remained in New¬ 
market for the rest of his 
life where he painted out 
of a studio in All Saints 
Road. 

He was regularly com¬ 
missioned to paint por¬ 
traits of notable horses 
by leading owners and 
trainers. 

In recent months he 
had been working on a 
portrait of Frankel, com¬ 
missioned by Sir Henry 
Cecil. 

A funeral service for 
Michael Jeffery will be 
held at Risby Cremato¬ 
rium near Bury St Ed¬ 
munds today at 3pm. 

There will be drinks af¬ 
terwards at his studio at 
7 All Saints Road, New¬ 
market.

RECORD numbers of children 
have been bitten by the reading 
bug! 

Suffolk Libraries has been 
running the ‘Summer Reading 
Challenge’ throughout the long 
break to keep children connect¬ 
ed with reading and were de¬ 
lighted to receive record num¬ 
bers of children signing up.

DR Who and Emmerdale ac¬ 
tor Frazer Hines was “over the 
moon” when a race horse named 
after one of his best-loved roles 
triumphed against the odds in 
its first race at Newmarket. 

The 68-year-old actor, who is 
a huge racing fan, was one of 
the original cast members on 
the Yorkshire-based soap where 
he played Joe Sugden between 
1972 and 1994. He also holds a 
special place in many people’s 
hearts for his turn as Jamie Mc- 
Crimmon in Dr Who, as com¬ 
panion to Patrick Troughton be¬ 
tween 1966 and 1969. 

Frazer, who lives in Lin¬ 
colnshire but is a regular visitor 
to Newmarket, bred a racehorse 
with Brookfield Stud, in Chip¬ 
penham, which was named 
Joe Sugden in his honour of his 
character. 

The horse, which is owned 
by Chippenham-based syndi-

cate Brookside Breeders Club, 
won its maiden race at the July 
Course on Friday with odds at 
80 tol. 

Part owner Daniel James, 
whose father John James owns 
Brookside Stud, said: “Frazer 
has been involved with race¬ 
horses for many years and al¬ 
ways kept racehorses himself. 

“He sold the horse as a two- 
year-old and we invited him to 
become a part owner with us. 

“We decided to surprise him 
by naming the horse Joe Sugden 
as he had been very poorly with 
cancer and we wanted to cheer 
him up. We decided to do it as a 
bit of fun really but he was really 
pleased.” 

Equine Joe Sugden is in train¬ 
ing with German trainer Ilka 
Gansera-Leveque at her Hamil¬ 
ton Road yard, Newmarket. 


Speaking to the News after 
their winning race, Daniel said: 
“We had lots of people come up 
to us who recognised the char¬ 
acter’s name and placed a bet 
despite the odds. 

“Frazer is already on his third 
bottle of champagne. He was 
absolutely over the moon. 

“It even beat one of Godol- 
phin’s runners which is worth 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds. 

“It just goes to show you don’t 
need to spend lots of money as 
long as you know what you are 
doing.” 

Frazer left Emmerdale for in 
1994 as he was struggling with 
bowel cancer and his character 
was sent to Spain before eventu¬ 
ally being written out. 

He was given the all clear and 
has since been an ambassador 
for cancer awareness through 
Cancer Research UK.

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AHT vets save 
penguin’s sight

THIS adorable penguin has 
had its sight saved by special¬ 
ist vets from an animal charity. 

Wellamy a 19-year-old 
Humboldt penguin from Col¬ 
chester Zoo, was diagnosed 
with severe cataracts in both 
eyes, which meant delicate 
surgery was the only option to 
restore her vision. 

Claudia Hartley, head of 
ophthalmology at the AHT, 
took a small team of AHT vets 
out to the zoo and found the 
penguin’s vision was “extreme¬ 
ly impaired”. 

She said: “Upon examin¬ 
ing Wellamy we found that 
she had cataracts in both eyes 
which meant her vision was 
extremely impaired, especially 
under water. It was in her best 
interest that we operate as 
quickly as possible to relieve 
the pain and restore her sight.” 

Cataract surgery is an ex¬ 
tremely delicate procedure on 
any animal, but birds are no¬

toriously tricky to anesthetise 
so Steven Philp, a specialist 
in anaesthetising zoo animals 
from the International Zoo 
Veterinary Group (IZVG) was 
called in to assist the team. 

Both eyes were operated on 


during the same procedure, 
so that Wellamy need only en¬ 
dure one anaesthetic. She was 
kept in isolation for several 
weeks but has now made a full 
recovery. 

Kate Broad, Wellamy's 
keeper, said: “We noticed that 
Wellamy was having difficul¬ 
ties mixing with the other 
penguins due to the prob¬ 
lems with her sight, so we got 
in touch with Animal Health 
Trust straight away and were 
really pleased that they could 
help her. 

“Wellamy was hatched here 
at the zoo so we’ve grown very 
close to her. We’re extremely 
pleased that thanks to the 
treatment she’s received, she 
will be able to live a much hap¬ 
pier life.” 

Claudia has visited Wella¬ 
my to check the progress and 
added: “Wellamy’s eyes have 
healed really well. I was de¬ 
lighted to see that she looked 
fantastic. Really full of herself, 
crowing with her mates and 
back to her gobby normal self.”

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She’s had countless 
operations and lives 
with a condition that 
severely restricts 
her mobiiity, but 
Georgia Yarrow 
won’t iet that put 
her off her dream 
- to be part of 
Britain’s dressage 
team at the 2016 
Paralympics. Emma 
Higginbotham 
reports. 


T he expression ‘animal mad’ could 
have been invented for Karen 
Cousins and her twin daughters, 
Georgia and Ella Yarrow. No less than 
seven dogs, three rescue cats and an 
enormous rabbit share the family home, 
while their four horses graze happily just 
down the road. 

But it’s the horses that are a particular 
favourite with the 15-year-old twins. 
Both gifted riders, Ella’s hoping to 
pursue a career in the racing industry, 
while Georgia’s passion is for dressage. 

And Georgia’s riding abilities are 
all the more remarkable when you 
learn that she has arthrogryposis, an 
extremely rare joint condition which 
severely limits movement in both legs 
and one of her arms - and which has 
seen her on the operating table dozens 
of times. 

“It first showed up at the 20-week 


scan,” recalls Karen, 48. “They said she 
had club feet, and that when she was 
born they’d just need strapping, and 
she’d be OK. 1 was worried,” she admits, 
“but 1 just got on with it.” 

But when Georgia was born, it was 
clear that she didn’t just have club feet. 
In fact her feet were twisted so far round 
that her toes were pointing at her ankles. 
What’s more, she had no ball sockets in 
her hips and, from the knee down, no 
muscle - just bone, “and they said it was 
very doubtful whether she’d be able to 
walk.” 

At the age of just one week, Georgia 
had her first operation to straighten her 
feet and legs. She’s now had so many 
that Karen - who split with the girls’ dad 
10 years ago - has lost count. 

Very little is known about the cause of 
the condition, but Karen couldn’t help 
feeling that it was somehow her fault. 


“1 had great difficulty over it, and 1 still 
struggle today, because you carry a guilt 
that you’ve done something wrong,” she 
says. “And why did Georgia get it and not 
Ella? To this day 1 spend my life trying to 
make it up to her.” 

Always a keen rider - Karen has kept 
horses since her granddad bought her 
a pony at the age of 2 - she decided to 
get Georgia onhorseback as early as 
possible. 

“I’d read that if children with 
disabilities sat on a pony, the warmth 
and the movement is a Mnd of therapy. 
So 1 rang Riding for the Disabled, but 
they said they didn’t take children until 
they’re 4.1 thought ‘I’m not waiting till 
she’s 4!’ I’d already decided that 1 was 
going to do anything and everything in 
my power for her; 1 wasn’t just going to 
stand back and go with the flow.” 

Karen’s solution was simple: she’d buy 


her own Shetland pony for Georgia to 
ride. 

“He was called Spike, and he was a 
real sweetie,” she smiles. “As soon as 
Georgia could sit up - at six or seven 
months -1 put her on, and it was lovely. 
She had a handled saddle, so she’d sit 
there and hold on, and 1 could tell she 
was going to take to it.” 

Erom that moment, Karen took both 
her girls riding whenever she could. 
“They were both really happy, and really 
looked forward to riding him. 

“And Georgia used to insist on 
brushing him. All along, she’s insisted 
on doing everything for herself,” she 
adds. “When she was about 2, she didn’t 
need the wheelchair because Spike had 
a really long mane, and she would go 
along on her bottom, or drag her body 
behind her, get herself sitting beside 
him, get hold of his mane, pull herself up 
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so she was standing, and then she’d hold 
on - and wohhle - while she brushed.” 

Karen has no douht that it’s this 
determined spirit that helped Georgia 
prove the doctors wrong: at the age of 
3, against all expectations, she began to 
walk. “We’d been to a birthday party, and 
there was a balloon across the sitting 
room, and 1 couldn’t believe my eyes - she 
just got up and did a couple of steps to 
get to this balloon,” laughs Karen. “And 
that was it! 1 shouted out of the window 
‘Georgia’s just walked!’” 

Georgia continued to walk, albeit 
unsteadily, and from a very early age 
was determined to be treated the same 
as everyone else. Karen recalls the time 
when, aged 8, her defiant daughter even 
insisted on walking into a field to bring in 
her pony: “She said she wanted to go and 
catch him, and 1 was to stay where 1 was 
at the gates. 

“She was very unsteady on her feet, but 
she managed to get over to him and put 
his head collar on, came tootling back 
with him - and then over she went. 

“My motherly instinct was to rush over 
to her and lift her up and make sure she 
was all right, but 1 knew she’d be cross 
with me. 1 needn’t have worried. Georgia 
got herself into the sitting position and 
got hold of his mane - he was looking at 
her wondering what she was doing - and 
pulled herself up to standing. And that 
was it; off she went again. She’d proved 
her point.” 

Georgia, who’s about to go into Year 11 
at Gomberton Village Gollege, they live in 
Galdecote, still prefers to walk rather than 
use her wheelchair, but can only move 
slowly. “She does her own style of walk,” 
says Karen. “Well you have to be stylish,” 
laughs Georgia. 

She continues to have surgery on her 
legs, as every growth spurt has meant 
more work needs to be done: her most 
recent operations, one last September 
and one at the end of July, involved 
bone grafts and the insertion of plates 
and screws into her ankles. “It does hurt 
sometimes,” admits Georgia. “But 1 get on 
with it, and learn to live with it.” 

Are other kids ever unkind? “Never,” 
says Georgia. “If anything they look out 
for her,” adds Karen. “That worried me 
- God, 1 dreaded her starting school. 1 
thought ‘She’s going to be teased’. But no.” 

Yet Georgia admits that she does 
sometimes get cross about having the 
condition: “Who wouldn’t?” she says. “But 
not often, only when things aren’t going 
right,” adds Karen. 

“She does get frustrated, but 1 suppose 
horses have been her saviours. When she 
gets on a horse you wouldn’t know she’s 
disabled - she’s no different to any other 
person on a horse. 

“Plus the horse becomes her legs, 
so she can access woods, and cross 
fields, which she wouldn’t be able to do 
otherwise.” “It feels amazing,” agrees 
Georgia. 

Does she ever fall off? “Loads!” she 
laughs. 

The twins ride as often as they can, 
usually after school: “We go every day, 
depending on the weather,” says Georgia.

“We do go sometimes when it’s bad, but 
not when it’s chucking it down. If 1 miss 
one day, it doesn’t matter, but if it’s a week 
it’s like ‘Yes, 1 need to go!”. 

And while Ella loves racing - she’s 
already in line for a head stable lass job 
in Royston - Georgia’s love is definitely 
dressage: “It’s fun, and I’m better than 
Ella,” she says, to which both girls roar 
with laughter. 

But Georgia isn’t exaggerating - she 
really does have talent, as confirmed 
by Glive Milkin, the Buckinghamshire- 
based trainer of several top Paralympian 
dressage riders. 

“He’s really strict, but he’s really good,” 
says Karen. “She’s had a few training 
sessions with him, but she’s had to stop 
because of her operations. 

“He’s said that she’s got the right 
attitude, and if she’s prepared to work 
hard and train hard, she’s got what it 
takes. But he said ‘You’ll need to rob a 
bank’. We can’t do it without sponsorship, 
unfortunately. 1 do as much as 1 can, but 
things are very tight.” 

Sadly there’s been a further setback 
- her current pony. Red, has been very 
poorly with arthritis and laminitis. “We’re 
nursing her and she is heading in the right 
direction, but there’s no guarantee she’ll 
come out the other end,” says Karen. 

But with the right horse, and help with 
transport to compete at events, Karen 
knows that her daughter could well be 
representing Britain in Rio come 2016. 

“She’s got the talent to do it,” she says. 
“I’m very, very proud of her. Of both of 
them. And just watching them, you just 
know they’re meant to be with horses. 
They’re just fabulous with them. 

“1 can picture Georgia in Rio, and 1 
think she deserves it. Not just because 
she’s got this, but because of her attitude.” 

Does she get her determination from 
her mum? Karen laughs. 

“Yes, 1 suppose I’m a determined sort of 
person. I’ve been on my own with them 
for nearly 10 years, so 1 suppose I’m very 
independent. 

“And I’m determined to do whatever 1 
can for them in life. I’ve encouraged them 
in what they want to do, and 1 guess I’m 
reaping the rewards now, because of how 
they’ve turned out. 

“They do really well at school, they 
have excellent reports, and people tell me 
they’re both a credit to me. It’s so nice to 
hear. 

“We’re really, really poor - but we’re 
really, really happy together,” she adds. “I 
wouldn’t be without them for the world.”

ONE DIRECTION: THIS IS US 
3D

DIRECTED by Morgan Spurlock of 
Supersize Me fame, this is the story 
of five young men - Niall Horan, 
Zayn Malik, Liam Payne, Harry 
Styles and Louis Tomlinson - and 
their meteoric rise to fame. 

Except, sadly, this is not their 
full story. There's footage of the 
boys performing on stage, winding 
down post-show on the tour bus 
and relaxing in their hotel rooms. 

We also occasionally see the 
boys exploring the cities that they 
fleetingiy visit when they are able. 
During one trip they are spotted 
by a group of fans and have to be 
locked in a shop, protected from 
the mass of hysterical girls. 

Indeed, the fans feature heavily in 
Spurlock's film as they have done 
in the boys' careers. Never has 
the phrase 'we wouldn't be here 
without you' rung so true. 

One Direction fans can be 
obsessive, although they prefer the 
word dedicated. Statistics shows 
that four million people in the UK 
call themselves Directioners - these 
are the uber-fans who endlessly 
tweet about the boys and spend 
their spare pennies following the 
band around. 

During the film some of them are 
asked what it is they love about the 
boys. The answer? One Direction 



make them feel happy and they 
love that they're just normal guys. 

And this is a key message of the 
film, repeated time and time again 
by the boys and those who know 
them - One Direction are a regular 
bunch of lads. 

What the film is missing though, 
is any kind of glimpse into their 
lives outside the band. No 
girlfriends are seen or rumours 
addressed. There's no sex or drugs 
- or rock n' roll for that matter - 
and we get the feeling that we're 
being sold a rose-tinted view of 
the boys' lives which is hardly 
surprising given that Simon Cowell 
is a producer on the film. 

Having said that, there are 
revealing interviews with the boys' 


families. 

Teary-eyed mothers tell how 
their sons went to The X Factor 
auditions and never returned - 
they're a strange mix of incredibly 
proud and very sad. 

All in all this is a hard film to rate. 
It's 92 minutes of One Direction so 
surely fans of the band will love it. 
But what about non-Directioners? 
Spurlock has said that he 
challenges anyone to go to the film 
and not like the boys afterwards. 
It's a fair point. 

Having said that, with One 
Direction tipped to be the first 
billion dollar boy band and the film 
estimated to break UK box office 
records, perhaps all attempts at 
criticism are pointless anyway. 
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IT’S time to ease yourself out of the deckchair and 
put on your gardening gloves because autumn is 
almost upon us, and with it, a plethora of tasks to 
wake you from your summer slumber. 

There's a host of jobs to do to get ahead this 
autumn, so make the most of the last warm days 
by perking up your plants, 
then enjoy the season change 
as the leaves turn from green 
to brilliant shades of warm 
yellow, burnt orange and 
burgundy. 

Here's just a few of the 
tasks you could be doing to 
get a head start; 

■ Patio Plants 

When your summer bedding 
is past its best and beyond 
reviving, chuck it out and 
treat yourself to a fresh batch 
of winter-flowering pansies, 
evergreens and shrubs including autumn heather, 
Skimmia japonica 'Rubella' and variegated ivy to 
drape over the sides. Plant bulbs such as dwarf 
narcissi underneath. Spring-flowering bulbs in 
pots combine well with winter bedding plants 
such as pansies, evergreens, grasses and heathers. 
Group taller bulbs in the centre of the pot and use 
seasonal bedding nearer the sides. 


■ Boost your lawn 

Autumn is a great time to sow a new lawn, 
when the ground is still warm and there is likely 
to be some rain. You should have prepared the 
soil the previous season, making sure it has been 
well firmed and settled before levelling. Mark out 
your area and sow the seed 
evenly, scattering it in both 
directions before raking it into 
the soil surface. If it doesn't 
rain, water the seed well and 
keep the soil moist until the 
grass starts to appear. Net the 
area or put up a scarecrow to 
keep birds away. 

If you have bare patches, 
mow the lawn, rake the surface 
to remove debris then spread 
seed over the sparse areas, 
sweeping it into the surface, 
before covering it with a fine 
layer of compost and watering it in. 

■ Order bulbs 

You should be ordering your spring bulbs now, 
some of which can be planted as early as August. 
Among the first spring bulbs for planting are 
narcissi, both in the border and in containers. 
Others for planting in early autumn include 
muscari, crocus, iris and hyacinth. 


■ Sow seeds 

You don't have to just sow seeds in spring, 
because a range of flowers and veg can be sown 
in autumn to give a longer harvesting time or 
simply to have a better start after overwintering. 
Salads can be sown through to mid-September 
for overwintering, some lettuces will reach a 
size which is perfect for picking before the cold 
slows down growth. Use cloches to cover those 
to be left in the ground a bit longer. Baby spinach 
leaves and corn salad are worth sowing if you 
can cover them later, as are several types of 
overwintering lettuce. Sow overwintering onions 
in vacant rows in the veg plot and transplant in 


October. You can also sow some hardy annuals in 
late summer-Chiltern Seeds (www.chilternseeds. 
co.uk, (01491) 824675 is now offering a number 
of new varieties including Centaurea americana 
'Aloha Blanca', pictured, which is robust and tall 
growing, bearing beautiful, fluffy, ivory-white 
flowers six inches across. 

■ De-clutter shed 

Now's the time to clear out those cracked and 
broken pots, rusty tools and snapped bamboo 
canes. Disinfect and neatly pile seed trays which 
won't be used until next year and give your hand 
tools a good clean, wiping blades over with an 
oily rag before prolonged storage.

TIDY: A bit of DIY cleaning can go a long way 


THE latest research 
from British Car 
Auctions (BCA), 
the leading vehicle 
remarketing company, 
reveals that nearly a 
third of motorists who 
have their car cleaned 
regularly pay to get it 
hand washed rather 
than do it themselves 
or take it to an 
automated car wash. 

One in three 
respondents to the 
BCA research said they 
get their car cleaned 
or clean it themselves 
at least every couple 
of weeks and nearly 
one in five (18%) get 
it spruced up at least 
once a week. Of these 
nearly a third (31%) use 
a hand car wash service 
with only 6% going to 
an automated car wash. 

For those motorists 
happy to pay out for 


a hand car wash, 1 in 
3 go every couple of 
weeks and the same 
number around once 
a month. One in 6 get 
their car hand washed 
once a week. 

With a basic hand

Land Rover hybrid 
SUV powers ahead 


LAND Rover has released de¬ 
tails of its first production hy¬ 
brid SUVs - pictured above 
- which will be capable of 
44mpg and be rated at 169g/ 
km of C02. 

The figures, shared across 
the Range Rover Hybrid and 
Range Rover Sport Hybrid, 
are a significant improvement 
on the standard diesel driv- 
etrain’s 37.7mpg and 196g/km 
in the latest Range Rover, but 
the firm claims that the new 
system offers performance 
on a par with the exceptional 
SDV8 models. 

Power is put to the road 
through an eight-speed ZF 
gearbox. The entire hybrid 
system weighs 120kg, making 
it relatively lightweight for its 
type. It produces 125lb.ft of 


torque to add to the engine’s 
output and can even power 
the car independently. 

Using a driver-selectable EV 
mode, the Range Rover Hy¬ 
brids will be able to drive at 
up to 30mph on electric power 
only for a range of up to a mile. 

As such the hybrid system is 
designed only as a supplement 
to reduce load on the engine, 
reducing fuel consumption by 
making life easier for the die¬ 
sel V6. 

The drivetrain’s combined 
output is 336bhp and 516lb. 
ft, the latter coming between 
l,500rpm and 3,000rpm. 
Both models will accelerate 
to 62mph in less than seven 
seconds, while top speed is 
135mph, or 140mph for the 
Sport. 


The latest generation mod¬ 
els were designed with the 
integration of a hybrid system 
in mind. The liquid-cooled 
battery pack is mounted be¬ 
neath the floor of the vehicle 
in a protective boron-steel cra¬ 
dle without impacting on the 
cabin or luggage space. 

The larger vehicle has the 
same five-seat capacity and 
luggage space as the standard 
Range Rover and retains the 
full-size spare wheel, and the 
Range Rover Sport Hybrid’s 
5-1-2 layout is also unchanged 
from the standard model. 

To prove the new system’s 
reliability, three Range Rover 
Hybrids are set to drive from 
the Solihull factory to Mum¬ 
bai, India, on the trade route 
known as the Old Silk Road.

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Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a compiicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is ali too easy to forget something vitai. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Insurance - check on your home contents 
insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

Breeders’ Cup an 
option for Jwala 



JWALA may end her racing 
career in the Breeders’ Cup 
Turf Sprint following her 
victory in the Nunthorpe 
Stakes. 

The four-year-old filly 
who will retire to the pad- 
docks at the end of the sea¬ 
son, will first head for the 
Qatar Prix de I’Abbaye at 
Longchamp on October 6 
after her success in the five- 
furlong Group One at York 
on Friday 

That win gave her an auto¬ 
matic entry to the Turf Sprint 
at Santa Anita, giving con¬ 
nections food for thought. 

“She seems to have come 
out of it in really good order,” 
said trainer Robert Cowell. 

“The Abb aye is definite 
and she won’t be racing next 
year, but there’s a possibility 
she may take up an invite for 
the Breeders’ Cup. It’s some¬ 
thing she’s got an automatic 
invitation to. 

“The owners are mulling 
over their options at the mo¬ 
ment. They probably don’t 
have a lot to lose so there’s 
a small chance she may take 
up that engagement as well, 
but we’ll see.” 

■ A tilt at the Qipco British 
Champions Long Distance 
Cup is under serious consid¬ 


eration for Tiger Cliff follow¬ 
ing his last-gasp victory in a 
thrilling Betfred Ebor at York 
on Saturday. 

Lady Cecil’s four-year-old 
rattled home under Tom 
Queally to get up by half a 
length on the rain-softened 
Knavesmire turf, with the 
handicapper handing him 
a 61b rise in the weights as a 
result. 

While the Betfred Ce- 
sarewitch at Newmarket on 
October 12 is still an op¬ 


tion, he would now carry a 
big weight at Headquarters 
and owner Henry Ponsonby 
is considering letting his 
charge line up at Ascot the 
following week. 

Ponsonby said: “He’s come 
out of the race very well and 
he’s gone up 61b, which takes 
him to 104. 

“He’s not certain to run in 
the Cesarewitch. I wouldn’t 
rule it out, but it is quite a 
gruelling race and we think 
he could be a good cup 


horse next year, as well as 
going hurdling. 

“The other option is the 
big stayers’ race at Ascot 
on Champions Day. If the 
ground ended up firm there, 
we might go to Newmarket, 
but if there was a bit of cut 
then Ascot could be where 
we end up.
